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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Birkeland et 
al (US 6,714,709 B1) (Birkeland). Birkeland teaches an optical submarine cable (Fig. 1, 
column 3 lines 34-39, 59-68, column 4 lines 1-32) comprising a central tensile member 
(4), optical fibers (1), tubular buffers (3) receiving the fibers (1) and arranged around 
and twisted on the center of the central tensile member (4), an inner sheath (8) 
surrounding the buffers (3), an outer tensile members (10) having the form of a 
substantially cylindrical sheet and comprised of a plurality of tensile wires (10) in 
parallel, each having a longitudinal axis lying substantially in the same cylinder and 
connected by a thermosetting adhesive resin - bitumen (column 4 lines 25-27) that will 
permeate between the wires (10) so as to connect any broken wires wherein the layer 
surrounding the inner sheath (8) and an outer sheath (13) surrounds the outer tensile 
members (10). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-3 and 5-9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: These claims would be allowable over the prior art of record if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims because the latter, either alone or in combination, does not disclose nor render 
obvious an all dielectric self supporting optical cable comprising a central tensile 
member, a fiber in a tubular buffer arranged around the central tensile member 
adjacently and twisted on the center of the central tensile member, an inner sheath 
surrounding the buffer, an outer tensile member having a substantially cylindrical sheet 
surrounding the inner sheath and having a plurality of tensile wires extended in parallel 
each having a longitudinal axis lying substantially in the same cylinder without 
intentional twisting on the central tensile member, a thermosetting adhesive resin that 
soak the wires and are connecting the tensile wires adjacent to each other and 
permeating the spaces between the wires such that any broken wires effectively remain 
combined together and an outer sheath surrounding the outer tensile member, in 
combination with the rest of the claimed limitations.
